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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -3 are pending in this examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 1 recites the limitation "...creating, terminating and 
subsequently putting said control tasks into a suspended state instead of destroying 
said control tasks". As it is known in the art, the terms "terminating" and "destroying" 
are synonymous. Once a thread is terminated, it is destroyed. Therefore it cannot be 
suspended as stated in the claim. For examination purposes, it will be understood that 
the thread is suspended instead of destroyed. Applicant is required to amend the claim 
to overcome this rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
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351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Wong et al. 
(USPN 5,957,985) (hereinafter Wong). 

5. Wong discloses an operating system for handling motor vehicle control tasks by 
creating, running, and suspending tasks so that said control tasks can be reactivated, 
when required, without rebuilding control task resources (col. 3, lines 10-15; col. 6, line 
58 to col. 7, line 5). To an ordinary person in the art at the time the invention was made, 
the limitations addressed in this claim are presented in a multitasking operating system 
such as one disclosed in Wong (i.e. Windows 95 multitasking operating system). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
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under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wong in 
view of Spix et al. (USPN 6,195,676) (cited by Examiner in previous Office Action) 
(hereinafter Spix). 

8. Wong discloses an operating system for handling motor vehicle control tasks as 
stated above. Wong does not disclose that the suspended state is realized by 
extending the kernel of the operating system. Spix discloses suspended state is 
realized by extending the kernel of the operating system (col. 23, lines 29-38). It would 
be obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
combine the teaching of Wong with Spix to increase overall efficiency of the operating 
system by having the kernel handle tasks rather than having a process determine if a 
suspended process should be activated. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wong in 
view of Wallace et al. (USPN 5,938,708) (cited by Examiner in previous Office Action) 
(hereinafter Wallace). 
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9. Wong discloses an operating system for handling motor vehicle control tasks as 
stated in the claims above. Wong does not disclose that when telematic tasks are 
terminated, they are not put into a suspended state. Wallace discloses telematic tasks, 
when terminated, are not put into a suspended state (col. 6, lines 57-67). As it is known 
in the art, a "process" is known to be a series of executable instructions set forth to 
accomplish a task. Wallace breaks the "process" down into smaller chunks called 
"events" which are still a series of executable instructions, therefore they can be broadly 
construed as processes themselves, hence since they cannot be interrupted, they 
cannot be suspended. It would be obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to combine the teachings of Wong with Wallace to reduce 
space needed for operating system tasks by not requiring extra memory for context 
switching tasks. 

Response to Amendment 

1 0. The Office has considered the amendment to the claims. In light of these 
amendments, new art has been applied in the rejections. 

1 1 . Applicant's arguments dated February 7, 2003 have been considered but are not 
persuasive. 
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12. In the remarks, Applicants argued in substance that, (1) the Operating System of 
Spix does not terminate motor vehicle tasks without suspending them. 

13. As to point (1), In response to applicant's arguments, the recitation "telemetric 
tasks are created, terminated and subsequently destroyed" has not been given 
patentable weight because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is 
generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a 
process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not 
depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural 
limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 1 5 (CCPA 
1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). 

14. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP 

§ 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 
CFR 1.136(a).
